But before the glory 
knowledge—before the method evolution and 
professor education, could Christianity prevail? 

sooth, feeling sorrow came o’er that 
was much akin pain. For apparent reason 
thoughts wandered other days. beheld the 
alchemists and the futile search for the precious sub- 
stance their dreams; Wallenstein and host 
saddened hearts who sought their fortune the 
stars; Ponce Leon and the fountains fair 
Florida; Mendoza and the search for the seven 
Cities Cibola. And then wondered humani- 
had changed much, dreams wealth and 
youth and power were nearer than the 
seekers the Past. No; our dreams are faded 
Freudian phantasms, dull shades many com- 
plexes-evolution and knowledge, become the 
hopes society place those vivid mental frol- 
ics the romantic past. There god but Sci- 
ence and knowledge his prophet. 

Now all know that the common people 
education mysterious force, panacea against 
all material ills, modern substitute for black magic 
and all the subtle powers that captivated the super- 
stitious minds our ancestors. The most ignorant 


have humble and wholesome regard for the, 


learned and the ways Providence the lowliest 
seek obtain the blessings this hidden grace 
education for their children. That the untrained 
and the lowly should manner defy the process 
education not beyond our comprehension; but 
that the Wise Men should bow before Baal past 
belief. Yet such the fact and behold the sorry 
spectacle educational leaders grovelling before the 
Golden Calf—an idol conceived and dedicated, and 
the reader will pardon the levity, evolved from 
their own conceit. 

What may expect from Education, this idol 
that has been raised upon the pedestal evolution, 
almost defiance the living God? Shall de- 
rive any benefit from the well nigh universal idea 
that learning absolute means success and 
happiness? Some time ago college professor who 
was being appointed president great university 
had the hardihood say that education was privi- 


lege and not right. storm protest well nigh 
him. Was this democracy not? 
Should revive the dark ages and the Inquisition? 
Was this arrogant teacher minion Rome? And 
that modern Emile, Upton Sinclair merely stated 
from the lecture platform that had been said edu- 
cation was privilege and not right and sinister 
sibilants filled the air. Beliefs are subject 
some respects they are like fashions—we have 
heard demands for freedom faith, for freedom 
the seas and now freedom education. 

all know that the ultimate criterion educa- 
its end. Welton says, “The ultimate 
question never how train, but for what 
train.” Again, “the end desired must known be- 
fore the ways.” But the possibility training, 
ever accomplishing the contemplated way also im- 
portant. the romantic days when life was free 
thought was not, you may recall this classic state- 
ment the bon vivant; can almost imagine 
falling from the august lips literary dictator 
some antique coffeehouse can take it, leave 
knowing inward smile always 
met (the past tense legal) this solemn though 
neutral abjuration the cup that cheers. With 
what tact and grace was this statement received 
when judgment was reserved. one ever believes 
toper drinks his Rhenish down. 


Now the individual who claims master 
his destiny has but his own soul guide and 
smile his feeble efforts. The teacher, however, 
has the precious spirits little children, many 
them, lead. Yet are willing assume that 
education will work miracle can but obtain 
it. There are teachers, unfortunately, who have 
fallen under the spell this popular adulation. 
have established magnificent schools and monu- 
mental system. True have not made our 
minds exactly the purpose our education 
and are not quite sure the benefits have 
derived but are going build more schools. 
teachers,, not sure ourselves, moments pride 
are liable feel that our hands rests the destiny 
mankind. pray!) And this so! What 
are able realize the great object our 
lifework, the soul education, that exists for all 
too few our profession? 

might well stress the point with Gio- 
vanni Gentile, that “Education means spirit and 
nothing more,” that “the school gains its existence 
entirely the soul the learner.” true under- 
standing this conception teaching would shat- 
ter the false methods monism and evolution and 
would prepare the minds children living tem- 
ples the Holy Ghost. The fact kept up- 
permost mind that knowledge and education 
both are futile there mind receive them. 
Education may right theoretically, but often 
wrong practically. There power under 
heaven able bring out the mind the child 
what was not implanted there God’s gift. Only 
iteration and reiteration this great funda- 
mental tenet education shall able com- 
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bat the lack balance modern technique and 
practise pedagogy. 

Each child has mind capable certain definite 
and measurable attainments, insofar knowledge 
concerned. That are unable measure with 
perfect accuracy merely index our limita- 
tions and the complexity the spiritual sub- 
stance. Within certain bounds are able de- 
termine the intellectual quality the mind. What 
then should the earnest care and zealous atten- 
tion with which must devote ourselves each 
child. Teaching not trade practised the 
many but loving art which more than 
genius—a capacity for taking infinite pains—must 
given love unto each subject mind. meas- 
ure that art consists subtle insight into the 
mind the learner whereby may led its 
full development—we may say all humility that 
the teacher must possess something like divine om- 
niscience. Very often, (tests and measurements 
the contrary) the right student education 
rests the self sacrifice loving teacher. 


Though the evidence hand that all may know 
knowledge mental commodity digestible 
measurable and discreet quantities, yet our educa- 
tional theorists are either blind will not see the 
light. Even mental ability, aside from mere dex- 
terity, criterion success, worldly other- 
wise; the mere amount knowledge, the ease and 
rapidity with which acquired, these are mere 
accidental conditions individual minds. There 
more subtle aspect, beyond measure, unapproach- 
able, deeper than the function faculty intel- 
lect—the will, the living being. the enthusaism 
over the really remarkable development scien- 
tific pedagogy accordance with the data 
genetic psychology there has been the danger 
forgetting that deal teachers with human be- 
ings and not with mathematical formulae and rem- 
edial pedagogy. the teacher who deals with 
children cargo lots, from the wholesale point 
view, the soul each child cries out the words 
Hamlet: “Call what instrument you will, 
though you can fret me, yet you can not play upon 


” 


me. 


Should not the day meie fact stuffing past? 
Upon the evidence hand has not been tried 
and found wanting? have been prepared 
expect great things from this type education but 
not only have been disappointed; have dis- 
covered that most mankind constitutionally in- 
capable being “stuffed.” The supercilious order 
the day consider half mankind feeble- 
minded that the other half-mankind not entirely 
feeble-willed due almost wholly, God thanked, 
the Christian dispensation. 

From Plato John Dewey knowledge and virtue have 
failed coincide, though they should, Knowledge not 
virtue, and virtue not knowledge. can not expect 
anything but knowledge from the education which 
founded upon mere intellectual pride. But from that spirit 
education which begins the soul the child and calls 
into vigorous action, his moral consciousness, his love 


God, that makes knowledge the basis firm faith, and 
faith the inspiration knowledge and action, may ex- 


pect harmonious development the individual fulness 
power and corresponding progress his society.

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Educational Symphony

trite but true saying that much information 
may obtained from dictionary. point 
fact, how many would learn our lessons more 
thoroughly and teach them more intelligently 
had clearer ideas just what these lessons mean, 
ideas that might gained from knowledge the 
etymological definition the names our studies 
and the words that use. Take for instance 
the word “symphony.” consult good dic- 
tionary, shall find that “symphony” derived 
from two Greek words, the first meaning “with” and 
the second meaning “sound.” Hence symphony 
employed, the term might have the more 
specific, meaning musical composition rendered 
various instruments, all which are perfect 
accord.” 


evident that before such composition can 
given whole, each individual instrument 
must practice and perfect its part. More than this, 
each group similar instruments must work to- 
gether until their special “motif” part the sym- 
phony rings out true and clear. Still further, there 
are certain instruments that give the basis, 
were, for the entire symphony, their tones serving 
foundation for the lighter, ornamental parts 
the work; the variations, use the musical term. 
remember hearing, some years ago, toy sym- 
phony which the piano had important and sus- 
taining part that the slightest mistake the part 
the pianist made sad havoc among the other in- 
struments. 

One scarcely needs emphasize the importance 
the role conductor. the conductor’s baton 
that guides all the musicians, that tells each one 
when come into the limelight the soloist 
retire into the shadow the accompanist. For 
soloist and accompanist are both needed, one 
much the other. Even the sunshine seems 
brighter because cloudy background, the 
tones violin flute sound all the more piercingly 
sweet when heard above the accompanying harmo- 
nies organ piano, violincello trombone. 


And then the score, how carefully has 
written and how scrupulously followed. The 
phrases each instrument must dovetail with the 
phrases the others and false note the part 
single player means discord for the entire orches- 
tra. Not merely the reading the score, but its 
interpretation well, must uniform. ques- 
tion here following one’s caprice, giving this 
note less that note more than its exact value; 
only the composer’s “accelerando” ritenuto” can 
justify such haste retardation. 


But, one may ask, what has all this with 
education? work out and see. What 
the symphony not education taken whole? 
What are the instruments other than the various 
studies pursued school, college and university? 
Education leading out, drawing forth what 
might called the tones the intellect, the heart 
and the will. The first tones give the songs know- 


ledge, the second the songs emotion, the third 
the songs action. Combine these songs into one 
grand whole and have the symphony, not only 
education, but even life itself. 

our symphony harmonious, however, 
the instruments must perfect accord; that is, 
they must all tuned the same pitch. the 
tuning fork that gives this pitch. What the Chris- 
tian teacher’s tuning fork? What can save 
the end all education, the deeper knowledge, the 
more ardent love, the closer following Christ, our 
Lord and King? Let keep this tuning fork ever 
hand and now and then, our work progresses, 
let use test our instruments, make sure 
that they ring true. 

Now word about these instruments, the branch- 
that study. must try master each one, 
easiest well the most difficult, the simplest 
well the most before attempt con- 
certed music. What about our spelling, our gram- 
mar, our simple rules arithmetic? mispelled 
word grammatical error mars the beauty the 
most learned dissertation, and mistake addition 
subtraction gives incorrect results the solution 
some problem found higher mathematics. 

But practice the individual instrument is, 
have seen, not all that required; one must group 
together those instruments that produce similar 
tones comes the old law association. 
Why not recall the principles good reading, 
learned our childhood days, when read aloud 
for our class, and why not have advanced students 
recall these same principles when they read aloud 
for not make use the lectures have 
heard oral expression when are teaching our 
daily lessons and train our pupils modulate the 
voice their daily recitations? soft low voice 
excellent thing woman,” any woman, 
surely less excellent thing the woman 
teacher student. 

spoke the instruments that have the sus- 
taining power our symphony. The studies repre- 
senting these instruments must, course, include 
the famous “three R’s,” reading, (w)riting and (a)- 
rithmetic, with the addition perhaps geography, 
history and nature study. these have, think, 
the nucleus education. Reading not only serves 
our own language but whets our taste for the 
literature other languages. Writing, its 
broader sense composition, leads from the 
home work the small child the literary master- 
pieces the finished scholar. Arithmetic enters 
into the computations both business man and 
scientist. Geography opens the way the dis- 
coverer and the explorer. History incentive 
further effort; but besides stimulating 
what others have done, shows the example 
these others the things that should avoid. 
Nature study, with its almost unlimited possibili- 
ties for research work, turns the mind those pro- 
cesses deductive and inductive reasoning 
necessary the later study philosophy and 
science. 
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How much easier the task educating might 
made for the teacher and the process being edu- 
cated made for the pupil well directed group 
practice, logically developed study! would 
only try master each individual instrument, each 
separate study, and teach our pupils 
would only group together both for ourselves 
and for our pupils similar instruments, correlated 
subjects; ah, then would training ourselves 
and our pupils for the greatest earthly orchestras, 
whose instruments, blending perfect harmony, 
give forth the symphony life. 

Now word about the conductor our sym- 
phony, the director our course study. The im- 
portance his office and the power his person- 
ality can scarcely exaggerated. See how the 
members orchestra depend upon their leader, 
see how readily they obey his slightest signal, 
glance the eye, nod the head; see how close- 
they follow the rise fall his baton marks 
change tempo, crescendo, diminuendo. Pos- 
sibly the conductor’s interpretation the composi- 
tion not that the individual performer, 
certain cases may even less artistic. mat- 
ter; the business the individual follow, 
not lead, and only such following that pre- 
serves the harmony the concerted music. 
should we, teachers well students, follow 
prudent guide, approved plan study. Certain 
branches that appeal may indeed studied 
taught, and profitably so, for our own intellect- 
ual development that the individual student; 
but the broad education that receive give 
must well rounded out, the subjects subordi- 
nated and dovetailed form unified and per- 
fect whole. 

Here might consider the question electives, 
popular the present time both high schools and 
colleges. Are these electives blessing menace? 
They may either. Used wisely, they tend 
draw out and develop our special talents, flourishing 
certain plants flourish when they have found 
soil suited their growth. Used unwisely, elec- 
tives lead uneven intellectual development, 
resembling the sparse vegetation that springs from 
unprepared soil. The one who has talent for 
painting music will much greater artist 
she educated woman; the one who aims 
becoming scientist will greatly helped 
good general education. For education, must 
remember, not the mere giving information, 
but such cultivation the mind tends foster 
the growth all our intellectual faculties. Nay, 
more; education, its higher sense, acts the 
heart and will well the mind, and helps 
form characters that not only know the good but 
also love and it. Let have electives all 
means for ourselves and for our students, but let 
sure before allow ourselves, those teach, 
take these special studies that we, they, 
have enough general knowledge make special- 
izing fruitful good results. 


Having found our symphony helpful along the 
lines learning and teaching,, might see what 
can for along those discipline. Here not 
studies but human beings, will the instruments 
which play. Far more varied indeed are the 
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characters with which deal than the instruments 
the largest possible Far more delicate 
are they handle, more easily broken put out 
tune. Then, too, stringed instruments are af- 
fected the atmosphere, humans are affected 
the moods those around us. Take the harp for 
instance. damp day, almost impossible 
keep tune; let the sun shine, the air become 
dry, and the tuning process offers further 
culty. There are damp days the lives all us, 
days when the clouds anxiety and sorrow hide 
the sun past and future joys. What 
with our harp damp weather? cover with 
material heavy enough keep out the dampness. 
Why not treat human beings the same way? 
Why not cover swollen heart strings with the im- 
permeable cloth love and patience, that 
least the dampness from the lives some may not 
affect the lives others? teacher addicted 
“moods” anything but blessing those for 
whom she labors. Her pupils either disregard her 
“moods,’ and that usually means trouble for them 
or, catering her, they become creatures mood 
themselves. the fashion, believe, call such 
people “tempermental.” 

The tuning fork discipline correct ethical 
standard, clear idea the duty teacher and 
pupil God, the neighbor and self. Such stan- 
dard the only one that will serve all times and 
all places. Human love fails, since often yields 
indifference dislike. Utilitarianism proves in- 
adequate, for what considered useful one may 
deemed useless another. Only wisely de- 
veloped and carefully cultivated sense morality, 
taking the term its widest meaning, can produce 
such results one expects find the really good 
teacher pupil. 

Again think the difference touch required 
for the proper rendering our symphony. Now 
must staccato, sharp and swift; now legato, 
soft and clinging. one time, must firm and 
heavy the sustaining chord; another, 
must light and caressing the trills and runs 
some delicate variation. not this image the 
teacher’s dealing with her pupils? One pupil best 
corrected short, sharp another 
kindly lecture; this one requires firmness and 
authority, that one led gentleness and love. 
Here, too, might come the question the pedals, 
the forte sustain and the una corde muffle. 
Some pupils require stimulation and support, others 
may restrained least left themselves with 
regard study and research work. 

One the great charms our symphony de- 
rived, perhaps, from change tempo. Now 
allegretto, while occasional scherzo scherz- 
ando, sprightly and playful, ends lightness cer- 
tain parts the composition, thus relieving the ten- 
sion the more serious movements. This change 
tempo furnishes excellent model for the work 
both teacher and pupil. wise mingling 
lighter with heavier subjects, those that require 
more concentration with those that call for less, will 
lessen the mental strain that all conscientious study 
necessarily entails.

following plan has been found effective; interest

Everybody appreciates seeing something done 
well; especially this true has tried 
that thing and has succeeded tolerably well.

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The Teaching Composition

PECULIAR problem con- 

sidered, English the fundamental school sub- 
ject. Reading, Spelling, Grammar, Literature, each 
different degree, dependent upon the class- 
room hours devoted it. pupils not learn 
read and spell fairly reasonable blame the 
teachers these subjects. Language, the other 
hand, learned all whether they school 
not; correct incorrect speech depends far more 
upon play ground and home environment than upon 
what occurs the composition period. Without 
absolving from responsibility those who teach com- 
position, may admitted that most the abil- 
ity have something say and say effec- 
tively not developed them; nor should they 
exclusively censured for lack positive results. 
brought pass the composition class, nor 
just profitable complain instruction this 
subject pupils are incoherent, hazy, slipshod, 
lazy. Many them will all these and have 
other undesirable mental traits, unless all the 
teachers all the time all the branches con- 
sider themselves responsible most fundamentally 
for pupils’ “Linguistic” development. 

The meaning composition.—In this discus- 
sion, the term composition used include both 
oral and written work. hear “written lan- 
guage lessons” and “oral composition.” There 
seems valid reason for employing both 
phrases. “Composition” more nearly represents 
what really done; combining organizing irto 
coherent expression. Composition thus represents 
working more less effectively with language. 

the racial origin and purpose language 
communicate express. Communication occurs 
when there difference intellectual level. Two 
persons with exactly the same knowledge and ex- 
perience would find communication difficult. The 
ignorant tramp who knows the road, intellectual- 
taller the moment than the college graduate 
who asks information upon that specific subject. 
seek knowledge, may appropriately think 
ourselves short, looking one who knows. 
share what know, may immediate 
informational sense looking down upon those 
whom are talking. 


The meaning communicate express must 
broadly conceived. Language, defined functionally, 
includes much which not directly seeking giv- 
ing information. Thus, “May trouble you for the 
bread,” “how far it?” and “O, that 
this too, too solid flesh would melt,” all achieve 
purpose. teaching there everything gain 
keeping language its racial and social pur- 
poses. Children, like the rest us, prefer telling 
communication, repetition what all know 
beforehand. 

Origin words: The origin words has been 
given least three explanations, all having value 


for teachers, though course not adequately an- 
swering the question origin. The invention the- 
ory holds that words are deliberately invented 
characterize elements experience. 

Onomatopoetic words like pellmell, intensifying 
terms like bonbon, and thousands words which 
seem some way resemble what they stand for, 
are the support this theory. seems that little 
children often invent words, though intimate ac- 
quaintance usually reveals associations which ac- 
count for all but mere babbling. 

The imitation theory traces all conscious 
semiconscious attempts repetition what 
heard. All recognize the importance imitation 
among pupils, those from some homes having ac- 
quired this way superior vocabulary, while 
others exhibit the intellectual poverty envi- 
ronment which furnishes few poor models re- 
produce. 

The spontaneous utterance theory illustrated 
the case the baby who interjects meaning- 
less vocal sound which fond parents quickly catch 
and interpret for him. The form each word 
largely dependent upon the interpretation and the 
accident immitated. Observing teachers may easi- 
discover invention, imitation, and spontaneous 
utterance the language small children. Tracing 
expressions pupils their origin, increasing un- 
derstanding language problems. 

question whether one’s vocabulary may larger 
smaller than his stock ideas has pragmatic 
value far teaching concerned; our intellec- 
tual world large its vocabulary. Pupils 
who “know but can’t not know; those who 
“can’t find the word for the idea,” have idea. 
Word-proud pedants are bad, but hesitating word- 
hunting individuals are more numerous. The treas- 
ure of.a discriminating and ample vocabulary has not 
received attention proportion its importance. 

Growth child acquires 
words his experience needs them. First come 
single sentence words like “drink” which means 
“bring drink.” Verbal ideas are expressed 
gesture, adverbial and adjective ideas gesture and 
grimace. The copula long unnecessary may 
note listening the “candy good” “snow cold” 
and “kitty gone,” little children. 

Pronouns come into use later; they are not 
definite the noun, you, he, them not being 
attached individuals but shifting with the spea- 
ker. They are complex instrument speech and 
occupy large place every study errors. The 
early growth vocabulary illustrated the 
accompanying study speech child four 


years.

the serviceable and characteristic words ployed 
the authors they read. Limiting pupils’ ideals 
only words sure needed practically, 
foolish dwarfing mental life. Making word col- 
lections profitable exercise the collecting 
instinct are other such enterprizes encouraged 
the school. 

supplements language the early learning stage 
and continues 1einforce meanings and give em- 
phasis. Postures may proud, weary, comfort- 
able, servile. The clinched fist means anger, 
finger the lips, silence, the wrinkled brow, per- 
plexity, the nod, approval. Children say “so high” 

“that long,” indicating with the hands. These 
fundamental modes expression come with most 
children when they enter school. They must study. 
list all gestures made pupils worth 
making the interest fuller understanding 
their language problems. Some gestures need 
encouraged; others have supplarited words pu- 
pils need know. 


Drawing auxiliary spoken language. The 
simplest narrative representative drawing comes 
accurately some pupils gestures, others.

the bark covers its trunk, branches and 
twigs, does the skin cover our body, our arms, 
hands and fingers, our legs, feet and toes. the bark 
protects the tree, the skin covers and protects the struc- 
tures underneath it. But has even more important uses 
than that mere cover investment, capable 
absorbing drugs and means its sweatglands aids 
the lungs and kidneys eliminating moisture and waste 
products the body. get good idea its function 
will study its consistency and contents, and, later 
our narrative discuss the importance taking good 
care facilitate its varied and valuable utility. The 
skin primarily divided into two layers: the outer layer 
and inner layer. The first named the true cover, the 
epidermis; upon the true skin and consists epithe- 
lium, that is, protecting, semihorny cells that rest 
granular layer cells, under which the stratum 
Malpighi which contains various cells and the dark 
races contains pigment, called melanin, substance which 
gives color the skin. Various canals ducts permiate 
the epithelium allow for the conduction hair, sweat 
and oily substance sebaceous matter. Under the 
epidermis the true skin consisting mainly connective 
fibrous tissue, elastic fibres and cells. Intermingled 
these are hair roots, and follicles, muscular fibres, blood- 
vessels, sweatglands, oil glands and tactile 
corpuscles. The latter are terminals tactile nerves 
which are most numerous the finger tips, palms 
hands and the toes and soles the feet for the sense 
touch. Besides these there are also thermic and 
sensory nerve endings the true skin and subcutaneous 
tissue directly beneath the skin, and the entire integument 
rests layer fat more less thickness differ- 
ent individuals and various parts the body. The thick- 
ness the skin also varies different parts the body 
the thickest being the back and other extensor surfaces. 

The complexity the structure the skin outlined 
above and recognized only microscopic examination, 
convincing the wide range its usefulness which 
may summarized follows:

serves auxiliary eliminator the lungs and 
kidneys. 

helps regulate the heat the body. 

conveys sensations the brain tactile, thermic 
and sensory 

has the power absorbing drugs. 

The hair additional source protection while the 
sebaceons and sweat glands keep oily, moist and soft. 
Stopping the pores the skin will cause impaired 
elimination, dryness, pimples and other skin 
trouble and reduce the general health. neglected skin 
will harbor bacteria and vermin different varieties. 
Altho bacteria are always lurking the surface their 
quantity can greatly diminished frequent washing. 
Keeping the skin clean, therefore, will improve our health 
guarding against sluggish action stopping the 
openings the skin, the pores the sweat glands and 
sebaceous ducts. best use warm water and soap 
for cleansing purposes followed rinsing with cold 
water. Heat and cold contracts, warm water expands 
dilates bloodvessels, lymphatics and excretory ducts and 
glands. good reaction therefore brought about 
first using warm water followed cold. Another ad- 
vantage using warm water that makes the soap 
more soluable. The soap used should good quali- 
and non-irritating. must therefore contain free 
alkali. There are many called germicidal and antisep- 
tic soaps the market, but none these contains 
enough antiseptic germicidal material kill the bac- 
teria. simple soap like castile, ivory palmolive all 
that needed unless you prefer expensive perfumed soap. 
Keeping the skin clean will prevent skin diseases. 
Stopping the sweat and oil ducts with dust particles 
will cause retention gland products and produce in- 
flamed conditions. Cleansing the skin will not only 
great way toward the prevention and cure pimples 
and other blemishes, but will also remove many bac- 
teria that are constantly present and that may become 
véry active when you cut, scratch injure 
Using hot water causes dryness the skin and may lead 


chafing and cracking the epidermis, especially when 
the skin not thoroly dried before going out cold 
windy days, allowing bacteria enter the true skin, the 
lymphatics and subcutaneous ‘Therefore, rins- 
ing with cold water followed thoro drying and rubbing 
with coarse towel beneficial. This will also improve 
the circulation and stimulate the glands the 
skin normal increased activity. warm bath 
night will not only improve the activity the skin but 
also sooth the nerves and help secure restful invigorating 
sleep. Warm baths should never taken shortly before 
going out doors especially cold windy weather, 
the pores and blood vessels would dilated and chilling 
the body may followed serious consequences. 
therefore best take cold sponging the morning, 
not the whole body least the upper part, main- 
the chest, which should followed brisk rub. 
This invigorating and often improves resistance 
disease that becomes protective measure against cold, 
tuberculosis, pneumonia, etc. 

The covering our body with clothing another pre- 
ventive measure against exposure and for comfort. Vari- 
ous material wearing apparel differs usefulness. 
Thus cotton used mostly warm weather and woolen 
clothing cold weather because wool poor conductor 
heat. Silk not servicable wool and more 
expensive. Fur and leather impermiable the wind 
and therefore worn mainly cold and windy days. 
Extra clothing such overshoes, overcoats and sweaters 
should not worn the schoolroom. All garments 
must fit loosely they are more comfortable and permit 
action the skin. Shoes must fit snugly over the 
instep and the toes should have room enough straighten 
out and spread when the foot steps down. Corns and 
buions are causcd pressure and tight shoes may even 
other serious foot trouble and pain from pressure 
nerves and also impede the circulation. Chilblains and 
frostbite are more common when the circulation the 
feet 

While the hair the scalp protects from extreme cold 
and the heat the sun the eyelashes protect the eyes 
from dust particles and other foreign bodies. The skin 
covered hair especially prone disease various 
kinds and extra care should therefore taken keep 
clean. But too frequent washing the head not ad- 
visable, once week sufficient. Some people have 
excess oil the hair the head due increased ac- 
tivity the sebaceous glands. This may checked 
massage the scalp with medicated alcohol little 
bay rum once twice cleansing with warm 
water. the scalp excessively dry little vaseline 
sweet oil effective. Many pcople use hair tonic 
stimulate the growth hair make hair grow where 
has been lost. these conditions best consult 
the family physician because the wrong treatment may 
used the application used may ineffective. Often 
hair iost thru illness. High fever burns off the hair 
the roots. such cases proper treatment will restore 
the loss; but, the other hand, baldheaded people usual- 
have hairroots and where these are absent hair will 
not grow spite all the hair tonics, hair restorers, 
massaging other treatment. one ever grass 
grow without roots. hair dye should ever used 
contains poison which will absorbed and carried 
into the body, make you sick, poison you. Cutting 
trimming hair beneficial strengthens it. 

Another appendage the skin are the nails our 
fingers and toes. They protect the finger tips and toe 
ends and the finger nails are useful picking small 
particles. ‘They need very little care except frequent 
cleaning remove dirt and bacteria, and occasional cut- 
ting when they get too long. Nails should not cut 
too short and the toe nails should not subjected 
pressure short tight shoes. Sore toes, hammertoe 
and ingrown toenail are some the evil effects these. 
Sometimes happens that the skin the root the 
fingernails gets loose, forming socalled “stepmother” 
and are apt pull off the loose end. 
This should not done may lead soreness, run- 
around felon. Instead should carefully snipped 
off with pair sharp scissors and then the wound, 
any, should thoroly washed and kept clean.

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WHAT THE MATTER WITH OUR 
ENGLISH?

Many our Catholic schools have attendance 
drawn for the most part from the poorer 
“the poor you have always with you.” least 
one-fourth these children have leave school 
before the completion the second year. 
keep this thought well mind will not 
difficult determine just what parts the English 
outline must receive particular attention during the 
first two years, especially the 9th grade. 
obvious that all non-essentials should eliminated 
and emphasis placed training for everyday. 
the pupils continue school the aesthetic and cul- 
tural aspects the course can brought out 
the two last years. The 9th grade should have 
grammar—of the more advanced type, the &th 
grade teacher has done her duty—but grammar 
any cost. The English outline for the high schools 
the city Chicago devotes one-half the year 
formal grammar, the other half literature. 
This seems sensible arrangement. 

There doubt that much the criticism di- 
rected against the teaching English would dis- 
appear drilled more oral work for the pur- 
pose training speech habit. drill belongs 
very special way the 9th grade, since 
the foundation for all high school work. 
school teachers are supposed build superstruc- 
ture, but superstructure without foundation 
would something similar that the man 
the Gospel, who built his house upon the sand. “The 
floods came etc.” Our psychologists would say that 
man’s was very low. Yes, perhaps was. 
Anyhow all know that correct English and 
pleasing address will often the “open sesame” 
many good position for boys and girls, from 
which they otherwise debarred, even 
though they may have the ability wield the pen 
with great success. Children who are forced look 
for work the end the second year high 
school must accept whatever positions their limited 
knowledge entitles them and our privilege 
make that limited knowledge great possible. 

English should brought closer the lives 
the children. After all Literature only life writ- 
ten down, and its presentation, the right kind 
teacher can play tremendous part the forma- 
tion the child’s character and the determina- 
tion the child’s future. the teacher patient, 
sympathetic, always interested the ideals which she 
holds out will effective and she will produce 
amazing results where the purely academic teacher 
with, perhaps several titles her name will fail 
entirely. Mr. Beck the ‘Chicago Tribune’ thinks 
that “the personality the teacher the salient 
point teach English with success.” And Presi- 
dent Coffman the University Minnesota 
says appreciate the fact that there can 
marked improvement the teaching English 
definite standards are prescribed, there im- 
provement the text books, the curriculum 
organized, there are investigations concerning in- 
struction this field, and inventory labo- 
ratory help and equipment made. All these things 
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are valuable but they are insignificant after all 
comparison with the attitude the teacher towards 
The effectiveness teaching de- 
pends not merely upon academic and professional 
training the reorganization the materials 
instruction, although attention these matters 
will pay enormous dividends, but also upon the 
sympathy and interest the teacher his stu- 
dents. Personal interest and professional ideals are 
quite important the final analysis academic 
knowledge. 


The teacher English should good organi- 
zer and the faculty organization needs one 
the strong points the 9th grade teacher. The 
children are just fresh from the grades, full en- 
thusiasm and anxious work, but they need 
guidance and motivation. The aim every Eng- 
lish teacher should teach English that chil- 
dren will learn from how play well their part 
life. Lack definiteness making assignments 
one very fruitful cause for failure obtain good 
results. “Assignments the teacher’s most effec- 
tive work.” Effective work! Ay, there is. Edu- 
cation does not mean the mastery many books, 
although this commendable, but growth the 
worth-while life. impress this idea 
hold them strictly enough duty? 
leave them off too easily when they slip-shod, 
careless work? afraid do—some us. 
The teacher who succeeds making her pupils 
realize that education means growth meaningful 
things, such as: responsibility duty, untiring ef- 
fort, consideration for teachers relieving them 
the deadening task everlastingly correcting 
common mistakes written and spoken work, as- 
signments well done, educator the highest 
sense the word—“born” you will but surely 
“made”. 


Too many long themes the 9th grade very 
often wholesale waste time and energy. 
prove assertion: have times tried get 
high school freshmen write simple stories for 
school publications and cannot say that have 
met, rule with flattering success. First one has 
project the idea the story into the mind the 
writer and then after the theme written very 
seldom more than conglomeration chaotic ideas 
strung together without any connection. Perhaps 
after considerable agony the part the teacher 
the thing really becomes readable, but not the 
original any more; brand new and 
almost entirely the teacher’s work. not think 
much benefit accrues the pupil from this proce- 
dure and that would better devote the time 
simpler pieces composition. “Quality not 
quantity.” Correcting themes killing process 
and were not necessary evil most English teach- 
ers would certainly seek exemption—and who 
would blame them? Some one has said that “the 
best way correct mistakes avoid making 
any.” suggest that all English teachers 
take well-earned rest for awhile and let the chil- 
dren take hand correcting their own mistakes. 
would teach them two-fold lesson and one 
which the majority them stand sorely need, 
namely: they would learn how obnoxious the task 
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and more careful their assignments 
result. Emerson says “Hitch your wagon star.” 
ideal experiment for the 9th grade teacher, since 
she laying foundation, would the effort 
eradicate all faults, for she aims eradicating 
all them she will without doubt get rid quite 
few. really can done considerable ex- 
tent. have tried the following plan with good re- 
sults. Before assigned any written work placed 
the blackboard tabulated list common errors 
generally found the average 9th grade paper. 
The tabulation would something like the fol- 
lowing, varying now and then for variety: 

Poor sentence structure—clauses and phrases 
used for sentences. 

Disconnected ideas thrown together the 
same sentence. 

Erratic punctuatoin none all. 

Omission the apostrophe. 

Misspelling common words. 

Position modifiers—tacked any old 
place. very common fault. 

Repetition—to fill space. 

These errors are then discussed the class, each 
pupil picking out her own mistakes and stating 
ways and means for their avoidance the next 
paper. 

summarize: Grammar should taught the 
eighth grade—theory and practice combined. There 
should definite reason for every thing taught. 
There should extensive drill oral work for 
the purpose training correct speech. The idea 
that the 8th grade the foundation for high school 
work should kept well the foreground the 
teacher’s mind. Teach gramamr the 9th grade 
mostly for its use value. Organize and give defi- 
nite assignments for the purpose obtaining defi- 
nite results. Cultivate feeling for the study 
English and for your pupils. Insist the very best 
that the student can give and accept nothing 
Let correct English school, home, the play- 
ground YOUR (OUR) watchword always. 


THE AMATEUR DRAMATIC CLUB

A—Organization. 

UE, doubt, the fact that the revival 
amateur dramatics recent, little lit- 
erature relating this subject available. For 
this reason more than any other the writer aims 
being unobstrusive possible, having but his 
own experience director and some little obser- 
vation reply upon. 

Dramatic clubs are classed either professional 
amateur. The former make life work acting 
other words their profession; the latter 
look upon acting agreeable free-time activity 
and work through motive “art for art’s sake.”

the contrary, quite possible for enthusiastic 
amateurs (after some experience, course) equal 
some cases even excel their seniors. 

Among purely amateur societies have many 
divisions: those who apparently aim giving 
pleasure themselves, and those who, while deriv- 
ing personal gratification, afford some enjoyment 


for the audience well; those who believe that 
success consists the number “so so” produc- 
tions per year (practically all that required the 
actor familiarity with his lines), and those who 
concentrate all their efforts into scoring one success 
each theatrical season; those who make all their 
own scenery, costumes, etc. (You can always dis-

sional stage carpenters, costumers, etc. There are 
others could take time enumerate them.

First all there are always 
two three principal characters every dramatis 
personae; the director should ask himself whether 
not can find members cast whose physi- 
cal appearance, voice, etc., would adequate. 
Then, there the director’s own taste con- 
sidered. Some prefer modern plays and others have 
inclination toward the classical. However, most 
directors agree that amateurs will find Shakespeare 
the best medium through which express their 
histrionic powers. Care should taken avoid 
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plays which have been “done death.” thing 
beauty being joy forever” scarcely applies 
this case. Finally, though not least importance 
there the question finance. The wise director 
estimates his resources beforehand rather than after 
the produdction. financial failure sure 
disastrous. However, this matter, well 
the magnitude the undertaking, while one must 
not foolhardy, yet there place for faint- 
heartedness. man ever knew the extent his 
latent powers until put himself the test. 
amazing what results can achieved one has only 
the courage his convictions. 


When the play has been chosen, casting and study 
begin. The former the duty the director and 
the latter concerns both directors and actors. The 
play should first studied much after the fashion 
iesson literature, going into great detail. 
not sufficient for each one think his own 
part exclusively, must familiar with the play 
whole. Each actor will well make 
intimate study least some the literature per- 
tinent the role which has been assigned him. The 
memorization may done, and indeed prefer- 
able, after the rehearsals have commenced. 


considering the matter rehearsals, cannot 
help recalling that rather trite but nevertheless true 
saying: “Trifles make perfection but perfection 
trifle.” What infinite pains must taken the 
preparation play! The smallest detail must not 
overlooked. digress for the sake ex- 
ample, have seen whole performances spoiled 
butler who would have been far more natural 
with spade his hand courtier who wore 
his hat the ppresence king. Rehearsals 
should two kinds, individual and general. All 
the important parts should “worked up” privately 
that the director may into greater detail than 
would possible during the general rehearsal. This 
latter serves more assembling process where 
the various parts are harmonized. too much de- 
tail worked during the regular meeting 
becomes monotonous and will create disinterest. 
once heard professional actor employing three- 
quarters hour practicing the single act walk- 
ing across the room and placing quill writing- 
desk, while the rest the cast waited patience. 
Although can appreciate such thing, not 
favour amateur societies. necessary, the 
director might spend couple hours getting the 
proper effect, but not general rehearsal. the 
director’s studio, after the meeting between re- 
hearsals, the place for this working out technic. 
Let the director and actor talk the matter over 
until the proper conception evolved and adequate- 
spend hours this fashion upon single point 
detail, even though were merely the entrance 
servant deliver letter any piece business 
apparently This some may seem 
meticulous but the very thing which makes for 
successful presentation. requires patience, 
tell you, this sort thing but patience 
indispensable virtue dramatic work. Neither the 
director nor the actors must let discouragement 
weariness dampen their enthusiasm. When the 
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play over and success attained the tedium the 
eftort will swallowed the pleasure and sat- 
isfaction work well done. 

There are many points considered with 
reference the general rehearsals. The prepara- 
tion the play should cover long period with 
general meetings frequent intervals, weekly the 
beginning and increasing two three week 
the time for the presentation approaches. All the 
members should present each rehearsal and 
should enter into their work though were the 
actual performance. Those actors who are not 
working the scene should sit the back the 
room and observe. Their presence, and above all 
their interest, source encouragement the 
actors. When actor does particularly well 
should applauded. makes the effort worth 
while and brings out the best that The 
suggestions which will invariably made such 
“audience” are very valuable. produce their 
best effect, however, they should made the di- 
rector and the end the scene. The rehearsals 
should held large hall that the voices may 
tested. Scenery splendid aid. need not 
elaborate. fact, single interior set with the con- 
ventional openings will suffice for all purposes. 
Properties should used soon possible. Re- 
hearsing serious problem and therefore strict 
discipline must maintained throughout. The 
movement the actors the stage should 
graceful and characterized ease. Let always 
remembered that the purpose acting 
“hold ’twere, the mirror nature.” While 
not necessary face the audience all times, 
yet one should arrange his position that will 
able speak towards the audience order the 
better heard. common fault beginners 
look down instead “looking across the foot- 
can only avoided keeping the 
head well during the rehearsals. will the 
duty the director plan the movements such 
manner prevent the actors from “bunching” 
screening one another during the performance. 
Corrections should not made during the action 
the scene. Such interruptions are very annoying 
the actors. Let the director observe during the 
scene and afterwards give his criticism. neces- 
sary, the scene may then repeated. advisable 
have competent critics attend after the rehearsals 
are under way. Their suggestions will helpful 
and their presence will stimulate greater effort. 


And now final word the director and bit advice 
the actors. Nothing appeals just the same way 
any two men. Hence mistake for the director 
impose his manner and interpretation upon the actors. The 
result usually unnatural and stilted, and can easily 
perceived. There nothing like individuality and spon- 
taneity acting. The director will well preserve 
these qualities where possible. For the actor the pre- 
eminent virtue humility, and this mean humility 
that truthful (If you have done well there harm 
feeling satisfaction), humility which leads 
tive the fact that others are least good our- 
selves. Never seek undue prominence, bury your pretty 
jealousies and remember the slogan, “The play’s the thing.”

THE GREEK SCHISM 


The East fertile heresy became also the birthplace 
the great Greek Schism, which estranged the Emperors 
and Patriarchs Constantinople from the interests 
Rome, because the close alliance between the Papacy 
and the Empire the West. there was dispute 
any point doctrine, but only the revolt against the 
government the the result was schism not 
heresy. 

REMOTE CAUSES THE GREEK SCHISM— 

Appointment Photius the Patriarchate Con- 
nople. From the first bishop the Patriarch Ignatius, 
fifty eight bishops had ruled the Church New Rome. 
Whilst many them were saintly men, not less than 
twenty one were heretics promoters heresy and 
more than twenty were deposed despotic Emporers. 

Diversity nation; character, language, rites, dis- 
cipline concerning the celibacy the lower clergy, 
monastic institutions, feasts and fasts, created differences 
and difficulties which while still compatible with the es- 
sential unity the Church, contained the seeds pos- 
sible rupture. vigorous intellectual and social life and 
progress was prominent all the new nations the 
West, and their synods worked indefatigably making 
laws for improvement manners, while the Eastern 
Church had sunk into state languor, stagnation and 
rigid adherence the form and traditions the past, 
and left all the legislative work the Emporers. 

the reign Justinian I., system had crept 
in, which known the name Caesaro-Papism. 
Bishops were kept servile dependency the Metro- 
politan, Metropolitan the Patriarch, the Patriarch with 
the rest the Emporer. the other hand, the clergy 
shared the contempt which led the Byzantines look 
upon the western nations barbarians, whilst they 
their narrow pride and national conceit posed the rep- 
resentatives New Rome, the seat the only true Em- 
pire; the Queen the world. This combination tend- 
encies called Byzantinism. 

Although earlicr ruptures from Arianism Icono- 
clasm had always been followed reunion the two 
Churches, still was natural that they left the seeds 
new disaffected and unruly minds. 

the West, never were forgotten the violences 
the Emporers, and the cruelties the image-breakers, 
but the East there was undying reesntment the es- 
tablishment the Pope’s civil power Italy, and the 
foundation barbarous Empire the West Leo III. 
and Charles the Great. However, the ninth century 
existing dissensions had rather political than 
clesiastical character. yet nobody had denied the 
Primacy the See St. Peter. Photius responsible 
for making the breach irreparable. 

PROXIMATE CAUSES THE GREEK SCHISM. 

Appointment Photius the Patriarchate Con- 
stantinople. 

The newly converted Bulgarians entering into union 
with Rome, 886. 

the court Michael surnamed the Drunkard, 
was Bardas his uncle and tutor. scandalous the life 
Bardas that Ignatius the saintly Patriarch Constan- 
tinople excommunicated him. Bardas sought revenge 
inducing the weak Emporer depose and imprison Ig- 
natius, and remove all his adherents from all places 
honor and infiuence. Photius, layman, relative and 
first secretary the Emporer was appointed the patri- 
archal dignity. Contrary the sacred canons, Photius re- 
ceived ecclesiastical tonsure Dec. 20, 857, and the other 
orders the five days. was elected patri- 
arch Constantinople the imperial palace, and was 
consecrated Christmas day Gregory, Archbishop 
Syracuse, who had been previously excommunicated 
the patriarch Methodius and deposed Ignatius. 


Photius was scholar great genius and extensive 
learning who used the most unscrupulously dishonest 
means gratifying his boundless ambition, assuming all 
the while air sanctimonious brobity. sent word 
Pope Nicholas that Ignatius had voluntarily resigned 
the Patriarchate Constantinople, and that himself 
had been unanimously elected. However, Pope Nicholas 
suspecting some foul sent two legates Constanti- 
nople, ordering them treat Photius layman until 
the case Ignatius was decided. The Emporer treated 
the legates outrageously, keeping them detention for 
one hundred days. Intimidated the threats Michael 
and Bardas, and won over the bribes Photius, the 
two legates shamefully betrayed their sacred trust. They 
took part synod convened Photius, which fai- 
sified papal letters were read, and lent their authority 
the condemnation Ignatius and the upholding Pho- 
tius. Pope Nicholas being informed Ignatius the 
action his two legates, condemned the synod Con- 
stantinople, excommunicated Photius and banned and de- 
posed his faithless legates, 863. 

How fickle are the affections ambitious men well 
exemplified Photius, who the murder Bardes 
Basilius, transferred his friendship from his murdered 
benefactor the murderer. 

DOCTRINAL FOUNDATION THE GREEK 
SCHISM. 867 Photius assembled synod Constan- 
tinople composed imposters, and raised two important 
charges against the Roman Church, which ever have re- 
mained the basis the great Schism. These were:— 

That the Roman Church had betrayed the faith 
inserting into the Creed the words, “The Holy Ghost 
proceeds from the Father and the Son.” 

2nd. the transfer, under Constantine the Great, 
the capital from old new Rome, the Primacy the 
Roman See had been transferred Constantinople. 

crown the impious proceedings this schismatical 
synod, pronounced anathema Pope Nicholas and de- 
posed him. 


REVOLUTION THE IMPERIAL PALACE. 


revolution the imperial palace completely turned 


the tide Photius’ fortunes, Basil, having murdered 
Michael ruled his stead, consigned Photius 
monastery and recalled Ignatius. the proposal Basil 
Pope Hadrian II. assembled General Council Con- 
stantinople, for the purpose restoring peace the 
Eastern Church. met 869, and was presided over 
three legates the Pope, and declared the fullest 
sense the Primacy the Apostolic See, deposed and ex- 
communicated Photius ard his partisans, declared Igna- 
tius the lawful patriarch Constantinople, condemned 
the image breakers, and passed number disciplinary 
decrees. 

PHOTIUS REINSTATED. forging pedigree 
which traced the family the low-born Basil Mithri- 
dates, king Armenia, completely won the favor 
the Emporer, whom was recalled court, and 
entrusted with the education his children. The saintly 
Ignatius died 877, and three days after, Photius was 
restored the See Constantinople. The majority 
the bishops accepted the situation, and the Emporer ap- 
pealed Rome for confirmation. order avert 
new schism. Pope John VIII. consented the restora- 
tion Photius, condition that should ask pardon 
for the past synod. Under the pretext translating 
the papal letters, Photius completely changed them, and 
the boldest forgery made Pope John condemn the 
Eighth General Council, whereas this Sovereign Pontiff 
had upheld its full authority. Photius also changed 
the Pope’s conditional reinstatement unconditional 
one, suppressed every statement unfavorable himself, 
and added excessive praises himself, coming from 
the pen Pope John. this forged document and 
the weak connivance the papal legates, Photius ob- 
tained his unconditional reinstatement synod 380 
bishops, and maintained spite repeated excom- 
munications, the death Basil 886. When the 
knowledge the forgery came Rome, Pope John plac- 
ing his hands upon the Book the Gospels solemnly 
excommunicated Photius and all who advocated his cause, 
recognized the late council held under his presidency. 
This sentence was repeated the succeeding Popes, 
Marinus and Hadrian III. But was not until after 
the death the Emporer Basil that his son, Leo the 
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Philosopher, ascending the throne, obliged Photius 
linquish the Patriarchate, and banished him monas- 
tery where spent his last years literary labors, 
which spread his views about the procession the 
Holy Ghost and the Primacy Rome. died 891. 
The new Emporer appointed his 
Stephen, the Patriarchate, and together with the 
bishops then Constantinople wrote the Pope, request- 
ing him confirm the appointment. But while Pope 
Stephen VI. was still taking counsel how proceed, the 
young patriarch died, 893. was succeeded Anthony 
whose behalf number bishops addressed letter 
Formosus, the then reigning Pope. The Pontiff granted 
their petition, but refused the same recognize the 
legality the ordinations conferred Photius. For 
the next one hundred and fifty years there were 
ther disturbances. 


REVIVAL SCHISM. 1043 Michael Cerularius 
was elevated the patriarchal throne Constantinople, 
and this event became the immediate occasion the re- 
vival the Schism. the year 1053, Cerularius and Leo 
Achrida, the learned metropolitan Bulgaria sent 
out circular Jetter which they revived all the old ob- 
jections against the Church Rome, dwelling particular- 
upon the use enleavened bread the Eucharist, 
fasting Saturdays and other points discipline. This 
letter came the way Cardinal-bishop Humbert, who 
translated and fowarded copy Pope Leo who 
was informed about the same that the patriarch Cerularius 
had deprived the abbots and monks their churches and 
monasteries for refusing give their own usages and 
adopt those the Greek Church. Under the circum- 
stances, Pope Leo felt that there was call for him 
reply the circular letter the Greek Patriarch, which 
did letter addressed both Cerularius and the 
metropolitan, Leo Achrida, written with such clearness 
and moderation, that produced favorable impression 
the Emporer, who requested Leo IX. send legates 
Constantinople, and compelled the Patriarch renew 
friendly relations with Rome. 1054 the Pope sent 


his legates Cardinal Humbert, Peter, Archbishop Amal- 


fi, and the Chancellor Frederic, who were, bearers 
letter the Emporer Constantine IX., which 
strongly condemned the pride Cerularius arrogating 
himself the title “Ecumenical Patriarch, Constantine 
received the legates kindly, and endeavored mollify the 
anger the Patriarch. studiously avoided 
meeting with the legates, complaining that the Romans 
came Constantinople not taught, but teach, and 
accused the Emporer being league with them. The 
legates, finding was impossible come terms with 
Cerularius, solemnly excommunicated him, July 16, 1054, 
and placed the document the patriarch’s excommunica- 
tion the high altar St. Sophia’s Church and left 
Constantinople. All further efforts union, even the de- 
position and banishment Cerularius failed effect 
permanent reunion. The haughty Patriarch and his party 
had succeeded filling the minds the populace with 
blind hatred the Western Church. The other 
archs the East remained union with the Holy Sce 
until the twelfth century, when they were gradually drawn 
into the schism. The Russian Church shared the fate 
the Patriarchate Constantinople, which she was im- 
mediately subjected. But imperceptibly did the schism 
enter Russia, that their rituals retain the present day 
series prayers which express the faith the Primacy 
the Roman See its fullest sense. was only when the 
Greek Nicephorus became metropolitan Kief that the 
Byzantine hatred Rome was instilled into the Russian 
Church. 

The Second Council Lyons 1274 and again the 
Council Florence 1439 both arrived reunion that 
was hoped would close the preach for ever. 
the reunion did not iast, nor had any solid basis the 
Eastern side, because the Orientals looked mere- 
political expedient the government, whereas 
the Western side the religious predominated 
the desire end the lamentable and scandalous spectacle 
divided Christendom, The last act was 
when Dionysius Constantinople, 1467-1472, sum- 
moned synod and formally repudiated the union, 1472. 
Since then there has been intercommunion; vast 
“Orthodox” church exists, satisfied with being schism, 
with the bishop whom still recognizes the first patri- 
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arch Christendom. 

sooner had the Oriental Church been left herself, 
cut off from Rome, and deprived and un- 
yielding authority the Papacy, than she became the 
slave the State and the pliant tool imperial power. 
The last three centuries Constantinople has lost nearly 
all the broad lands she once acquired. There nothing 
the modern Orthodox Christian resents more than any 
assumption authority the ecumenical patriarch out- 
side his diminished patriarchate. The Byzantine See has 
long been the plaything the Turk. Certainly now this 
pitiful dignity longer reason for the schism 
nearly 100,000,000 Christians. Let the Orientals only come 
back where their Fathers stood, and treat Rome 
Athanasius Basil, and Chrysostom treated her, and thus 
end “the most superfiuous evil Christendom.” 


THE TEACHING RELIGION 


Religious Experience. 
Rev. Bruehl. Ph.D. 


those truths will really vital which have 
some way actually experienced. Other truths that 
have been merely intellectually apprehended will fade 
from the mind and quickly eclipsed the absorbing 
and commanding interests practical life. the truths 
religion are have dominating position our life 
they must experienced, that profoundly realized 
the great realities human existence. The great prob- 
lem religious instruction therefore, make the child 
not only the fundamental verities religion, but 
also make him experience them manner that will 
impress him with their reality. What call the dynamic 
method aims procuring this important end. Its pur- 
pose link the daily teaching with the common 
experiences the child and thus make appear 
integral element the warp and woof life. may 
described follows: “During the past few years, 
new term has been introduced into education literature 
our country, and suggests that are striving attain 
our methods teaching. This the term dynamic, 
which contrasted with the term static; the former re- 
fers the kind teaching which requires pupils actually 
what they are are merely sym- 
bols; they have meaning for learner unless they are 
embodied concrete experience. Our early ancestors 
who developed words had the experiences first which they 
donated; the words came after vital, concrete contact with 
the objects, situations, and phenomena which they re- 
ferred. But teaching children according the static 
method, which was universal our schools earlier 
day and which still almost universal foreign schools, 
words are ahead the experiences which they 
denote the theory that novice can appreciate the ex- 
periences those who words merely mem- 
orizing the words. the great illusion education 
which educational psychologists and teachers America 
are trying dispel from the schoolroom. All the 
changes that are taking place the methods teaching 
our schools are based the principle that children 
can gain real knowledge that will service them 
only concrete manipulating the objects 
and performing the processes they are learning. “(The 
Child: His Nature and His Needs; prepared under the 
editorial supervision O’Shea, Prof. Education, 
The University Wisconsin, Madison, Wis. The 
Childrens Foundation; 1924.) The method may not 
new made appear the above quotation, but 
Arbeitsmethode and consists this that the child 
practical work elaborates the new concepts which his 
progress knowledge effected. (Cfr.: Das Arbeits- 
princip der Grundschule; Jos. 
Koesel, Kempton.) The method referred 
Yorke, D.D., the following passage: “Ac- 
cording the best pedagogica! practice, the children learn 
doing.” Keligion; San Francisco, The 
Text Book Publishing Company; 1918.) evident, 
however, that this method cannot applied religion 
the same way which may used teach other 
subjects more concrete character. Still may and 
must employed also the teaching religion, which 
account its practical importance must become dyna- 
mic and vital very high degree. 
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must remember that learning very active pro- 
cess. not the passive absorption information 
the memory. much more. active assimilation 
and implies personal effort. does not take place the 
surface the mind, but enters into its very depth. 
reaching cut the soul the light and forging 
new ideas the heat intensive mental exertion. 
the heat intensive mental exertion. this larger 
sense manifestly true that the child learns doing, 
though not the narrow sense external manipulation. 
apply the dynamic method the teaching religion 
somewhat this way. 

The first concern the teacher will utilize the 
religious knowledge that the child already possesses. 
Meager this knowledge may be, will supply useful 
pegs which new knowledge may suspended. The 
teacher helps the child draw forth this knowledge, 
clarify and correct it, because most cases not only 
crude but likewise grossly This may 
done such way that the child may truly said 
acquire its own knowledge. goes without saying 
that knowledge thus acquired personal labor 
special value and practical potency. the original stock 
knowledge which the child possesses not thus 
brought life, corrected and organically assimilated with 
what offered the teacher, remains isolation and 
later will turn out disturbing factor. The 
dynamic method demands that the totality the child’s 
knowledge properly fused and worked into con- 
tinuous and structural unit. Such knowledge longer 
fragmentary and static; instinct with life. 

Here are some ways which children can made 
experience the truths which they are taught. The first step 
make them see for themselves what given truth ac- 
tually means them. Thus child induced re- 
hearse what God has been its life, what Providence 
has done for particular, what encouragement and 
comfort may derive from the thought God’s presence 
and love. When the circumstances the child’s life are 
happy, the situation very favorable for the teacher; but 
when the child’s homelife darkened and overshadowed 
misfortune, the teacher’s resourcefulness will severe- 
taxed; but then more particular way that the 
child requires vivid experience the truth find 
any use his 

Next, the truths brought home should con- 
nected with the child’s daily prayers. That will make 
them more real. Into its prayers the child puts its whole 
soul;. consequently sees the bearing the religious 
truths these exercises piety comes very near 
genuine experience them. truth that furnishes the 
basis prayer has, indeed, very real significance for 
our life. must have taken powerful hold the soul. 
is, therefore, expedient teach the child utilize the 
various religious doctrines which learns for its prayers. 
Every truth thus can turned into prayer; that ac- 
complished the child possesses manner that never 
again will lost. the child can made bring its 
fears and dreads and disappointments, which how- 
ever the childmind are anything but little, 
Heavenly Father, the little Child Jesus, the Guar- 
dian Angel, the Heavenly Mother its Patron 
Saint, has that extent real religious experience; 
and such experience worth infinitely more than mere 
memoriing, not that wish any way little 
memorizing, for that very important also. ‘The main 
point that the child find out what can with the 
religious doctrine which has acquired and what prac- 
tical uses can put them to. discovers that they 
help dry its tears, overcome its fears, lighten 
its burdens, assist its struggles and promote 
its efforts good, will see them new light. 
They will become actual experiences. 

Again religious truths become real experiences when 
they are made the standards value judgments which the 
child encouraged pass biblical historical per- 
sons and events. Let the child put its estimate the 
actions related the Bible and acquires more 
mere notional knowledge them. The child will able 
draw its own moral the story has been convincingly 
told. that case, course, the whole process will 
mean something, whereas the moral handed the 
child ready made and cut and dried, the whole affair re- 
mains without vital significance. Tactfully, then, the child 
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guided voice its own appreciation disapproval 
persons and actions; that manner gradually builds 
scale moral values that will prove useful for its 
whole afterlife. The method matters little provided the 
child acquires its religious and ethical convictions 
some activity its own. Moral evaluations passively 
stored the memory are destitute dynamic force and 
will exert influence upon conduct. must not only 
know what good bad, but must know rela- 
tion our own actions. This relation our own be- 
havior present when have formulated the moral 
judgment ourselves and not merely appropriated the 
moral verdicts pronounced another. Under this head 
also comes the actual application the truth the 
child’s own life. differs slightly from the foregoing, 
for there the child judges the conduct others, this 
case led make its own conduct the object its 
thought. The child asked survey its own experi- 
ences and find out whether anything parallel the oc- 
currence related the Bible might take place its own 
life and how that situation ought act. Great care 
must taken lest the child its frankness compromise 
either itself someone else. This application when in- 
telligently conducted under the supervision the teacher 
can assume the character true experience. 

The festivals the Church can easily exploited 
the interests religious experience. They are the most 
valuable adjuncts teaching religion; around them the 
doctrines religion can grouped most impressive 
manner. They arouse definite emotions corresponding 
the truth the mystery that celebrated. The educa- 
tional value the festivals are afraid not suffici- 
ently taken into account and their importance for religious 
experience not adequately understood. The burden 
experience not adequately They should 
made the occasion strong religious response. The bur- 
den all that must lead the child actual reli- 
gious experiences, for knowledge acquired this active 
and personal manner will both survive and have decision 
influence life; and that essential religious truth. 


Annual Report Diocese Pittsburgh Parish Schools. 


From the report the Rev. Hayes, superintend- 
ent, gathered that the scholastic year 1923-1924 was 
eventful one the history parish schools the 
diocese Pittsburgh. “The recorded number 
new schools were opened, unprecedented increase 
enrollment was witnessed, the course studies was im- 
proved, satisfactory results were attained the 
preparation and certification teachers, and new era 
school activity was introduced the Educational Cam- 
paign and the Movement for Vocations.” 

the last-mentioned activity, the report says: “It 
the common experience all priests that thousands 
invitations the religious life unanswered. some 
few cases they are deliberately resisted; the vast ma- 
jority instances they are lost for want guidance and 
encouragement. The Pittsburgh Movement for Vocations 
was simply practical and intensive method preach- 
ing vocations the children the upper grades and the 
high schools. was preceded month prayer 
during May. Each day, every class-room, before the 
shrine the Blessed Mother, prayer was recited and 
petition was addressedl for light know God’s will. 
the Sunday preceding Penticost sermon voca- 
tions was preached every Mass all the churches 
the diocese. Some hundred priests were then selected 
and appointed the Bishop visit the schools and 
speak the children the subject vocation the 
priesthood, the sisterhood, the brotherhood. The children 
who were interested received cards the form letter 
addessed the Bishop, asking him pray for them and 
requesting his guidance. These cards—there were some 
9,000 them—were returned the Chancery, where they 
were collected and placed file. From time time 
the intention send those children leaflets, pam- 
phlets, booklets, etc., which will stimulate their interest 
the subject their and assist them follow 
the dictates the Holy Spirit. hoped make this 
movement regular part the school work and en- 
large its scope. Results far have been most encour- 
aging. Various communities have received increased 
number postulants; aspirant classes have been inaugu- 
rated most the Mother Houses, and believed 
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that this practical form co-operation with God’s will 
will far supplying the demands our schools for 
more religious teachers.” 

The total enrollment the parish schools the Pitts- 
burgh diocese for the scholastic year reviewed was 81,049, 
increase 4,136, the average daily attendance being 
per cent. The system operated 211 schools, net in- 
crease three. The only department the system that 
not maintaining steady rate increased enrollment 
commensurate with the other grades the high school 
department. This not because the demand for Catholic 
high school training has lessened, but because every parish 
high school the diocese has reached its ultimate capac- 
ity attendance and obliged refuse applicants for 
lack space. Evidently this temporary condition, 
and the future will witness enlargement facilities com- 
mensurate with the demand. 

the Educational Campaign, which raised nearly 
$6,000,000 from 100,000 subscribers, the report says “With 
one exception, the sum money subscribed has never 
been equaled the annals Catholic activity this 
country, and the number subscribers creates un- 
the Catholic people acquired more information about their 
diocese—its extent, its population its racial groups, its 
problems —than years previous experience had sup- 
plied.

The result was inspiring 
spectacle Catholic solidarity which cannot fail have 
consequences, and which, kept alive, will 
any problem that may the future confront the 
diocese Pittsburgh. The direct effect upon Catholic 
education was even more pertinent. had constantly 
been the complaint that our Catholic people possessed 
little detailed and exact information concerning their 
schools and their system. For three months and more 
their thoughts and prayers and conversation centered 
upon Catholic education. They became more interested 
their local parish school; they became better acquainted 
with the diocesan school system; they realized the neces- 
sity for further expansion Catholic educational ac- 
tivity. 

The immediate practical effect this campaign will 
course the extension the Diocesan School System. 
factor that will make for advancement and improve- 
ment found the consideration that diocesan effort 
will added parochial activity the solution our 
educational problems. The people the diocese await 
with great eagerness and joy the erection the first 
number Catholic high schools, and will contribute 
their maintenance just generously they con- 
tributed the campaign that assured for them system 
Diocesan high schools.”

The histori- 
ans tell us: desired train efficient army 
hardened warriors help him later his ambitious 
project defeating his rival and son-in-law Pompey 
and then rule alone over the Roman Empire. Yet 
hardly one editor Caesar’s history raises his voice 
protest against the selfish, heartless conquests 
this arch-murderer. The barbarian conqueror, At- 
tila the Hun, the “Scourge God,” had least the 
honesty call himself “Scourge,” left be- 
hind him his conquering march depopulated 
cities and desolate regions. And Tamerlane, the 
fierce Tartar chieftain, erecting mounds human 
skulls, did not prate about his “clemency.”

Greece and Rome should not judged our 
standards, they were neither modern nor Chris- 
tian. True, but continue glorify them and 
praise their deeds, have our standards changed?

How carefully they record the exact number men 
slain every battle—as the glory the victor 
depended upon the number deaths caused, the 
number families made desolate. Probably, 
teachers are unwise require their pupils 
learn these figures, but they could left out 
advantage our school-books, since they are both 
tiresome and pernicious—unless used show the 
awful slaughter war. More beneficial would 
our young people those who write for them 
would record rather the number lives saved 
the discoveries improvements science; the 


multitudes human beings made happier better 


the appliances civilization and the influence 
religion. When studying the history Euro- 
pean civilization, read with pride the efforts 
the Catholic Church restrict warfare during 
those Ages when men listened her voice; her 
laws against dueling and tournaments that led 
her institution the “Truce God,” 
which forbade all private combats during certain 
days and seasons honor our Savior’s suffer- 
ings; the charitable institutions that cared for 
prisoners war, ransomed captives, tended the 
wounded hospitals. Nor has the Church, re- 
cent times, failed her great mission peace and 
charity. During the last terrible conflict that deso- 
lated Europe, the Sovereign Pontiff made earnest 
efforts stop that unholy fraternal strife and make 
men listen the arguments reason and religion. 
But the combatants, less docile than the pagan 
hordes Attila the Hun, heeded not the warning, 
pleading voice the common Father Christan- 
dom. Then the Church endeavxored mitigate 
the horrors war: friends and foes alike rendered 
testimony the devotedness our military chap- 
lains; while self-sacrificing Knights Columbus 
were ready care for the suffering victims war, 
hearten the weary soldiers, and help the 
wounded veterans after the conflict was over. Could 
these devoted Catholic laymen now find worthier 
object for their zeal than spread the ideals 
peace, and prevent such another disaster 
flicted the world from 1914 not when 
the conflict on, when passions are strong, when 
nations are struggling for their rights for their 
very existence, that the advocates peace can raise 
their voices? that time, every right-minded 
young man feels that must heed the voice 
honor and duty, defend his country, and obey his 
government, even the cost life itself; and every 
noble-minded mother, while deploring the 
cessity, would wish him “God-speed,” though her 
tears might flow and her heart breaking. But 
when the times are peaceful and men’s minds are 
calm, that every means should taken prevent 
another outbreak that awful crime called War. 
The advocates “preparedness” say, “In time 
peace, prepare for let declare rather, “In 
time peace, prevent war.” Many will reply, 
“More easily said than done.” Yes, but are go- 


ing shirk the task, because difficult one? 
The first apostles had hard task imposed them 
when they were told and convert all nations; 
yet they undertook the work. 


All reformers have 


had great obstacles overcome, and some did not 
live see the reforms effected for which they la- 
bored, suffered, and sometimes died. But later 
generations profited their efforts 
their memories. 

The Jews expected and desired their Messias 
military hero, and when came Man 
Peace they rejected and crucified Him. But rapidly 
His doctrines spread, till all civilized nations be- 
came Christian—in theory, not always prac- 
tice. His teachings are still our ideals, though men 
have not reached the high standards set for 
them. After centuries Christianity the world,

“Alas for the rarity 
Christian charity.” 

But even rare, especially between different 
nations, and the fine words, “The fatherhood 
God and the brotherhood man,” seem times 
but idle hrase, are going abandon our 
ideal? Surely not. The Divine Master predicted 
that there would always scandals, yet taught 
perfect. taught us, also, say “Thy kingdom 
come,” and certainly meant kingdom peace, 
not fraternal strife. His first message man 
His birth was expressed the words the Angels, 
“Peace earth men good will.” last 
wish for His disciples uttered the eve His 
death was, “Peace leave with you, peace give 
you.” His greeting His apostles after the 
Resurrection was, “Peace you.” doubt, 
the Savior meant first all peace conscience; but 
the further development His thought found 
the prayers the Church, where beg for “peace 
with God, with ourselves, and with our neighbor.” 
too late change the sentiments those 
whose opinions have been formed from the false 
principles developed books history from the 
false standards society, possible train the 
minds the younger generations form correct 
estimates true worth, real glory, worthy 
heroes. “Spes messis hope the 
harvest the seed. Then let teachers culti-

liberty, well promote future happiness, 
and also point out the evil tendency the op- 
posite vices.” 

With the advent modern education, there came 
system moral instruction based upon psycho- 
logical principles: (1) Knowledge awakens feeling 
(2) the feelings solicit the will; (3) the will deter- 
mines conduct. The ends attained were, (1) 
awaken right feelings; (2) quicken the con- 
science train the moral sense; (3) develop 
clear morai ideas train the moral judgment. 
The method procedure presented 
concrete examples incite imitation the virtues; 
beautiful expressions poetry and art, especially 
music, arouse and ennoble the feelings; and the 
learning proverbs influence conduct. 
easy see that the moral program has swayed 
from particular and specified course one 
mere generalities. 

1908, the National Educational Association 
gave voice pronouncement setting forth the 
general mind the leaders the Association 
the moral question which they style character for- 
mation: “The National Educational Association 
wishes record its approval the increasing ap- 
preciation among the educators the fact, that the 
building character the real aim the schools 
and the ultimate reason for the expenditure mil- 
lions for their maintenace. There are the minds 
the children and youth today, tendency to- 
ward disregard for constituted authority, lack 
respect for age and superior wisdom, weak ap- 
preciation the demands duty, disposition 
follow pleasure and interest rather than obligation 
and order. This condition demands the earliest 
thought and action our leaders opinion, and 
places important obligations upon school boards, 
superintendents, and teachers.” 

“We earnestly recommend boards educa- 
tion, principals, and teachers, the continuous train- 
ing pupils morals, and business and pro- 
fessional ethics, the end that the coming genera- 
tion men affairs may have well-developed 
abhorrence unfair dealing and discrimination. 
The daily exemplifications the routine life 
the school the advantage truthful and honest 
methods, are commended the special attention 
teachers partial means this end.”

ing indictment from their leaders sixteen years ago, 
what would the character one issued today, 
fearlessness dictated the wording?

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REBUILDING THE EDUCATIONAL LADDER

Let turn now from the consideration 
these changes themselves the question their 
significance for our Catholic educational system. 
First all will take the period secondary 
education whole. Here seems fitting re- 
mark that the private secondary school seems 
coming into its own again. There have been some 
who thought that the day the private board- 
ing school was about over. But with the enormous 
numbers flocking the high the me- 
chanization education which must necessarily re- 
sult when beyond the limit the human 
scale, there going constantly increasing 
number parents, convinced, who will want 
place their boys and girls private secondary 
schools where the personal relation between teacher 
and pupil can preserved. With regard the 
make-up this secondary school, substan- 
tial agreement with Father Kirsch, who meet- 
ing this asociation last year expressed himself 
follows: “Historically the problem secondary 
education has been solved best the Catholic 
secondary school that admits the graduates the 
sixth grade the elementary school and gives them 
six-year classical course followed two years 
during which philosophy the core subject.” (The 
Catholic Educational Association, November, 1923, 
page 166.) would add this, however, that this 
six-year period should divided into two cycles 
(to use the French term) three years each; the 
first intermediate nature paralleling the Junior 
high school, the second three years carrying the 
students what now the Junior year col- 
lege, where the study philosophy will taken 
suggested. But would not limit the cur- 
riculum, especially the upper cycle, classical 
course. Individual differences capacities, in- 
terests, future needs are fact and the school must 
make provision for them. This necessity increases 
the higher mount the ladder. The studies the 
last two years college are distinctly pre-profes- 
sional with philosophy the synthetic subject bring- 
ing unity into the whole, while the university 
proper specialization completed and have the 
technical, professional and graduate schools. 

Throughout the whole this paper little ref- 
erence has been made the second criticism di- 
rected against education this country today, 
namely, that lacks intellectual discipline. have 
already transgressed upon your time and patience 
and must content myself with the following obser- 
vation. Few will question that there dawdling 
the upper grades both the elementary and the 
high school present constituted. Well, then, 
not possible compress the work the upper 
two grades and the lower two years high school 
into period three years, and the upper two 
years high school and the lower two college 
into another cycle three years? This will mean 
done, and once achieved will one stroke have 
reduced the time and improved the discipline. 

How now about the parochial school? Per- 
sonally, convinced that should reor- 
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ganized ninth grade school the six-three 
plan. This not such difficult task many 
would make out. Inglis the authority for the 
following statement his Principles Secondary 
Education, standard work this subject. “In 
considering problems secondary education 
America error more common than that as- 
suming the large secondary school populous 
all the public high schools the country are 
located communities less than eight thousand 
population, those high schools having the aver- 
age from sixty sixty-five pupils each.” Averag- 
ing about three and one-half teachers. (pages 699- 
700.) With the parish priest his assistant giving 
half time, with three sisters, and about twenty 
pupils grade, the parochial junior high school 
can easily realized. But all who undertake this 
task must recognize the outset that the mere 
addition ninth grade does not make junior 
high school. The trouble with the old seventh and 
eighth grades was that they were largely repetitions 
what was done the lower grades. ninth 
grade repeating the seventh and eighth will hardly 
improve the situation. essential features 
the intermediate school outlined above must 
realizable before the reorganization should at- 
tempted. When those are realizable nothing should 
allowed stand the way this readjustment. 

Here the situation South Bend, Indiana, 
beginning September this year, and typi- 
case all the large cities the country within 
very short time and the smaller country districts 
eventually.

mon Junior High School the large variety for 
both boys and girls. Then let the Catholic papula- 
tion whole take steps for upper high school 
for girls, and upper high school for boys. Not 
until plan such this realized will the Catholic 
school system the city, both elementary and 
secondary, able complete creditably with the 
public. 
CONCLUSION

Further, this 
country today there are still some instances con- 
servative religious orders preserving this traditional 
arrangement elementary and secondary educa- 
tion, suggested above Father Kirsch. 
them say with St. Paul, “Stand fast, breth- 
ren and hold the tradition which you have learned.” 
Thes. II, 15.) have been led away from this 
traditional procedure the necessity adjusting 
our schools the state school systems. any one 
questions this, let him consider carefully the situa- 
tion presented Father Spalding, his paper 
entitled: the time element 
read the meeting this association 
1919. “Thirty-one years ago went Marquette 
College, now Marquette University, Milwaukee, 
begin work teacher. that time Mar- 
quette received young boys into high school, 
was then called, the academic course, after the 
end the sixth grade. The boys came time 
when their memories were quick, pliable and reten- 
tive; they were fully prepared take secondary 
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work. far Marquette was concerned, the ar- 
rangement was satisfactory and the sixth grade 
standard would have remained. But other condi- 
tions had considered. There was the public 
high school system requiring eight years elemen- 
tary work for admission. Marquette could not get 
recognition for either high school work, later for 
college work continued receive sixth grade 
pupils. Then there were the parish schools strug- 
gling maintain their grades and numbers. the 
Marquette Academy accepted students from the 
sixth grade, militated against the parish school 
system the city. have criticism the pas- 
tors teaching sisters for wishing retain the 
boys until the end the eighth grade. the 
contrary they deserved praise for the efforts which 
they made sustain the reputation and the stand- 
ard the schools the community. simply 
stating fact when say, that the parish schools 
were holding their seventh and eighth grade 
pupils. For months and years the question was 
debated. The Marquette authorities felt that the 
eighth grade requirements, for those boys who in- 
tended high school and college, were peda- 
gogically unsound; yet they decided submit 
the force circumstances and adopt plan that 
was harmony with the public and parish educa- 
tional system Wisconsin.” (Catholic Educational 
Ass. Bull. 1919, 82.) 

much regards Catholic practice the past. 
What now will the result our adopting re- 
organization similar the one which seems in- 
evitable the state school system, that is, the six- 
three-three plan? this connection believe most 
are agreed that are practically compelled 
parallel the state systems. Again let quote 
Father Spalding: “And here wish add that 
opinion Catholic education the matter 
grading must follow the educational system the 
state country. long the graded schools 
require eight-year course our Catholic parish 
schools must the same; and long the pub- 
lic high schools require the completion eight 
years work for admission must follow even 
sacrifice.” (page 83.). Here wish add 
for own part that firmly convinced that 
positive good will come from our paralleling the 
state systems. are being accused increasing 
chorus fostering divided nation separating 
our children from those who attend the public 
schools. must everything our power 
make clear that our schools are the same every 
way the public schools, except for the part that 
religion plays therein, keeping mind, have 
said above, that religious influence, and not merely 
religious instruction, the matter primary im- 
portance, and this possible only our own dis- 
tinctly Catholic schools. regard material or- 
ganization, then, seems altogether likely that 
positive good will result are identical with 
the state system. This material identity will help 
emphasize the formal difference, namely, the pur- 
pose and the point view life that day after 
day held the ideal the students every 
grade. 

conclusion, must all recognize, quoted 


above, that the task the readjustment our 
educational pyramid indeed Herculean one, but 
one such pressing importance that longer can 
delayed. accomplishment this task every 
possible agency must used its utmost. 
must carry continued investigation the point 
safe and sane experimentation, must com- 
municate the result our findings one another, 
and must take advantage every valuable sug- 
gestion from the educational systems other coun- 
tries, and particular, from the state systems here 
Our Own country our very doors, are not 
ironbound standardizing agencies the state 
systems, and hence more free ahead and put 
practice ideas which are convinced have 
sound philosophical basis. doing this will 
very truth assuming leadership, and not con- 
tent follow. our motto this hazardous un- 
dertaking, suggest the following from St. Augus- 
tine: “difference without dislike—each one learn- 
ing from the other and turn teaching him; and 
thus thousand pulses and signals the heart 
revealed look and speech, setting every mind 
ablaze and blending many one.”

“Efficiency Methods” Teaching. 


Everyone has heard the youth 
who had received home training and 
who came back from his first day 
school report his experience 
his mother. “Teacher asked 
could spell cat,” observed.

The up-to- 
date system this branch concen- 
trates upon words liable mis- 
pelled, and has been found achieve 
results. 

Now comes professor educa- 
tion the University Wisconsin, 
Frank Clapp, with the proposition 
that similar system shall adopted 
for instruction arithmetic. Profes- 
sor Clapp has not jumped conclu- 
For three years gathered 
data with view ascertaining 
whether Seventh Grade pupils were 
making the best use their time 
the arithmetic classes, wasting 
precious hours going over ground 
familiar them since the era when 
they mastered the primer.

“examples” for pupils make the 
difficult combinations numerous while 
making the easy ones few. Approxi- 
mation inerrancy addition sub- 
traction, multiplication and division 
will far insure the student’s 
succsss working upon more compli- 
cated problems mathematics. 
While remains weak any point 
the fundamental processes, will 
urreliable all.

Education Business Asset. 

Can the average youth afford 
turn from the opportunity acquir- 
ing advanced education order 
devote money-getting the years 
would take him through col- 
lege? Statistics the subject have 
been gathered Dean Everett 
Lord, the Boston University Col- 
lege Business Administration, and 
they are worthy consideration 
every young man who the part- 
ing the ways. The Dean has col 
lected figures bearing high school 
education well upon college edu- 
cation, and the showing both cases 
favors higher education business 
asset. 

The Dean finds that the man who 
goes work untrained the age 
likely drop into dependence 
the age 50, while the active life 
the educated man rule contin- 
ues long after that age passed, and 
frequently the educated man, con- 


powers and his ability factor 
the world’s affairs, reaches his maxi- 
mum income years age, when 
the average man the untrained 
type has for decade been drifting 
toward the poor-house. 

intersting read the lan- 
guage the Dean’s report his sum- 
ming-up the experience—that is, 
the average experience—of each the 
three types men—the untrained, 
the high school graduate and the pro- 
duct the college the high-class 
technical school. 

Untrained—The untrained man 
reaches his maximum income 30. 
This maximum is, the average, less 
than $1,200 year. Since this in- 
come earned through manual labor 
dependent physical strength, 
and soon reaches level below self 
support. The total earnings for the 
untrained man from are 
about $45,000. Between the ages 
and 18, the four years which might 
have been spent high school, the 
young man usually earns not more 
than $2,000. 

High School high 
school graduate goes work 18, 
having lost the opportunity earn 
$2,000. However, starting 18, the 
high school graduate passes the maxi- 
mum income the untrained man 
seven. years, rises steadily his own 
maximum $2,200 40, and contin- 
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ues that level for the rest his 
life. averages total earning 
$78,000. The $33,000 excess over the 
life earnings the untrained man 
represents the cash value four 
year high school course. 

College permanent 
earnings the college technical 
school gaduate begin 22, although 
considerable amount may have been 
earned during the college course. 
the time his income equals 
that the high school graduate 
and continues rise practically 
without break. Since his income 
dependent his mental ability and 
training, constantly 
practice, increases instead dimin- 
ishes with the years. His average in- 
come $6,000 years often 
surpassed. His total earnings from 
are $150,000. The $72,000 
more than earned the high 
school graduate represents the cash 
valué college technical school 
training.

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INDIAN LIFE THE SCHOOL ROOM.

Familiar are the varied Indian arts, basket- 
weaving, blanket weaving and bead decorating. But 
this primitive people are common most the 
arts religious, ideographic and esthetic elements 
known the more civilized nations. The art 
building constructing dwellings and places 
worship has never shown any considerable degree 
taste with the exception the tepees the 
plains tribes and some the wood houses the 
northwest coast tribes. The art sculpture has 
been brought higher degree perfection, ex- 
amples which are found totem poles, utensils, 
stovepipes and ornaments. plastic art, that 
the potter, ranks high the many embellish- 
ments thus variously and tastefully applied. Many 
copper utensils, ornaments and implements have 
been obtained which point considerable degree 
efficiency metallurgic art. The textile art 
doubt represents the supreme symbolic and aes- 
thetic adornment, including does, besides weav- 
ing proper, the arts basketry, needlework, bead- 
work, quillwork, featherwork, etc. Painting ap- 
pears the handiwork the northern tribes while 
perspective, light and shade, most nearly ap- 
proached the Navajos and painting, upon white 
sand background about fifteen feet square, the fig- 
ures sketched with pinches bright colored 
sands. 

The beauty designing from the Indian concep- 
tion appreciated through familiarity with 
the work Angel Cora, one time art instructor 
the Carlisle Indian school, whose original letter- 
ing adorns one the collection Indian songs 
and legends Natalie Curtis. Indian life has 
been the inspiration artists other than their 
own race, exemplified the eleven hundred pic- 
tures the southwest shown few years ago 
the Art Museum Santa Fe, among which are 
“Altar the Gods” Rollins and “Indian 
Boy” Robert Henri. “The Ancestral Spirits 
Dance” and “Our Aboriginal Ballet” are two con- 
ceptions John Sloan which have the ceremonial 
dances themes. exhibit the art institute 
Chicago last January was collection seventy- 
five photographs, enlarged, and seventeen them 
beautifully colored, the Indian scenes, solo 
dances and chief personnel the Indian drama 
“Shabbona,” given the Summer Trip Players 
their tour through Iowa, and Wisconsin last 
summer. This Indian drama was written, staged 
and directed Iowa man whose exhibit 
photographs was his contribution toward the annual 
exhibit the Wild Flower Preservation Society. 
The photographs, called “The Soul the Prairie,” 
include portrait John Shabbona, grandson 
the famous Chief Shabbona, about whom the 
drama written.
